According to a brochure dis4 
iribulcd by the American Coalition of Life - 
Activists, the demonstrations are designed to 
make Mississippi "the (list state to be func- 
tionally free of child killers," The theme for 
the event is "No Place To Hide." 

Booker has made up a sign, according to a 
. friend, that says: “No Plan to Hide,"

T he horticulturist is planting nine spwics 
. of huckleberries' ^d' related blueberries in' 
cultivated fields at the University of Ida- 
- hq^s Sandpoint- Research and Extension 
Center. The plants from Nova Scotia, 
Maine, Idaho, Montwa, Washington and 
Alaska — may be joined next year by clus- 
‘'tcr-forming berries from South America.

In the post, breeders have selected 
berry varieties primarily for yields, 
Fcllman says. Now, corisumcrs arc so 
sophisticated and market niches so 
specific that berries’ fortunes are in- 
creasingly dependent on their flavors.

PROVO. Utah (AP) — Looking 
for a career move? Ever thought of 
picking worms? 

Brigham Young University stu- 
dent Dustin Woodhouse liked the 
idea so much that he has used the 
concept and a nifty invention 
called Crawler Caller to start a 
big-limc Provo business; 

— r-^^wIcr-Callcr-is-lho-namc-of-a- 
solulion containing xylene, a hy- 
drocarbon with much' the same 
—chemical-makeup as -gusolinc-or- 
kerosene. When a small amount is 
-JTnixed with 55-gaIlons of water 
and dumped on a lawn, it removes 
oxygen from worms’ bodies. 

In a mad gasp foe air, the worms 
rise to the surface in seconds — 
usually by the hundreds. 

Fran Nordmeyer, a BYU profes- 
' sor of chemistry, said the solution 
is probably not enough to harm 
grass, but is enough to get worms. 

“I’m sure if you .use some of it, 
it will act with the surface of the 
worm’s skin to create some suffo- 
cation/' he .said. ‘‘Maybc.it even 
acts as an irritant. But it's nothing 
I ’ve ever heard of doing before." 

Woodhousc's father, Gary 
Woodhouse of Boise, invented the

- What teens say 
about drinking 

In an informal telephone survey during 
one weekend in May. 75S teenagers 
responded. Here are the results: 

• About one out of every three boys 
aged 16>17 who phoned in and two 
out of every five boys aged 1 8- 19 
said they drank an alcoholic beverage 
at least once a week. Fewer girls — ' 
about one out of every hve aged 
16-17 and one in four aged 18-19 — 
said they drank that hequently. 

• More Uian one in three high school 
boys aged 16-17 said it was necessary 
to drink to be socially accepted. 

After high school, the pressure to 
drink apparently lessened for the boys 
surveyed: Fewer than one in 10 boys 

for acceptance. In both age groups, 
fewer than one in five girls said they 
felt pressured to drink.
